

THE HACKNEY 100 


Y OUNG people have 
taken their first career 
steps thanks to the 
‘Hackney 100’ scheme 
which gives teenagers the 
chance to gain paid work 
with leading local businesses. 

The Council initiative, which 
was launched in June, is set to 
give 15 to 17-year-olds a realistic 
taste of working life while still in 
education. The first 100 are due to 
be in post by January, earning the 
London Living Wage of £8.80 per 
hour. The placements last from 
six months to one year, offering 
a chance to work in industries 
including design, media, fashion, 
hospitality, catering, technology, 


engineering and finance. 

The first 20 recruits are already 
settled into their new roles, having 
passed a rigorous interview 
process. They are now working 
four hours a week, after school, 
with firms including Optimity, 
Shoreditch Works, Tech City, 
Bootstrap, Buckley Gray Yeoman, 
Jason Bruges Studios and more. 

Katy Lay, 15, is working as 
an editorial assistant with Tech 
City News. She said: “This 
experience has helped me develop 
editorial skills, researching and 
constructing news articles to be 
published on the website.” 

Amera Hussain, 15, is working 
as a finance assistant at the 


Council. She said: “Hackney 
100 has enhanced my 
professional experience, as well 
as helping me acquire another 
level of responsibility.” 

Businesses are also benefiting 
from the scheme. Anthony 
Impey, Chief Executive of 
telecommunications firm 
Optimity, said: “It makes this 
a better place to work because 
our team feels proud of our 
involvement in projects like 
Hackney 100.” 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, added: “The Hackney 
100 initiative was launched to 
harness the growing number of 
opportunities in the borough, 


providing young people with paid 
work experience whilst laying the 
foundations for future careers. 

“Bringing business and 
investment to areas where there 
are high levels of deprivation has 
the potential to change the lives 
of thousands of people. It’s our 
job to make sure that Hackney’s 
economic success is translated 
into genuine opportunity for the 
people who live here.”

T HE Run Hackney 
half marathon is 
set to return on 10 
May next year.

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New taxi marshals in Dalston 
to help revellers home safely 


Plans to transform Old Street roundabout unveiled 


A NEW team of taxi marshals are now on-hand to help late 
night travellers get home safely from Dalston. 

Based in Ridley Road as part of a pilot project, the 
marshals help people flag down licensed cabs and 
coordinate with others going to similar destinations. They 
also help people leave the area more quickly, and give 
travellers not using cabs, tips on getting home safely. 

The Council lobbied Transport for London to turn loading 
bays in the area into taxi ranks from 7pm to 7am. Local 
businesses also gave money towards the scheme. 

Deputy Mayor, Cllr Sophie Linden, said: “We want people 
to come and enjoy what Hackney has to offer, but we want 
them to get home safely. One of the ways to do this is to 
look for the taxi marshals and take a licensed cab home.” 
The taxi ranks operate from a loading bay outside Boots, 
near Dalston Kingsland Station, and from the loading bay 
near Birthdays at 33-35 Stoke Newington Road. 

There are also marshalled taxi ranks in Shoreditch near 
the 333 club and outside McDonald’s at Liverpool Street 
Station. The pilot runs until 3 January. 


Time to renew Freedom Passes 

OLDER people across Hackney whose Freedom Passes 
expire on 31 March next year will receive a letter in the 
coming weeks explaining howto renew it. 

The pass allows older adults to travel on public transport 
tor free across the capital - as well as on local bus 
services throughout England at certain times - and is 
Europe’s most comprehensive free travel scheme. 

Pass holders are being encouraged to renew online or by 
post. Passes cannot be renewed at the Post Office. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, Cabinet Member for Health Social 
Care and Culture, said: “Freedom Passes provide free 
access to transport for many older and disabled residents 
in Hackney, and so it is important that residents have their 
passes renewed as soon as they can.”

PROPOSALS to redesign 
Old Street roundabout, 
to make the area safer for 
cyclists and pedestrians, 
have been unveiled by 
Transport for London. 

The roundabout at 
London’s technology 
epicentre, known as Tech 
City, could cease to exist 
as the new design proposes 
to introduce two-way 
traffic by closing the north- 
western ‘arm’ between the 


west of Old Street and the 
north of City Road. This 
will create a new public 
space for pedestrians, 
including developments 
such as seating and 
tree planting. 

Other planned 
improvements 
include segregated 
cycle lanes, cycle- 
friendly traffic 
signals and five 
pedestrian crossings. 


Research shows that 
80 per cent of injuries 
from collisions on the 
roundabout, between 
February 2010 and 


January last year, involved 
a pedestrian or cyclist. 

A traffic management 
plan is also being 
developed because 

assessments suggest the 
redesign would result 
in changes in rush-hour 
journey times for buses 
and cars.

The Hackney Downs mosaic is 
the result of a nine-month project 
undertaken by the community 


A NEW mosaic 

crafted by a team 
of dedicated 
volunteers has 
been unveiled in Hackney 
Downs by comedian 
Russell Brand. 

The mosaic is the 
result of a nine-month 
project undertaken by the 
community and members 
of the Hackney Drug and 
Alcohol Team project, 
Lifeline, which supports 
people recovering from 
addiction. English as a 
Second Language students 
were also involved. 

Former drug addict 
Russell said: “This is 
a symbol of what we 
can achieve when we 
come together and work 


together. It’s something the 
whole community can be 
proud of.” 

The mosaic is the third 
in a series designed by 
artist Tessa Hunkin. She 
and her team of volunteers 
also created mosaics for 
Shepherdess Walk Park, in 
Hoxton, and on the corner 
of Old Street and Pitfield 
Street. The project has been 
funded by the Council for 
three years. 

Tessa said: “Mosaic 
is a common language 
used by all. We have had 
volunteers of all ages and 
backgrounds, and from 
countries as diverse as 
Vietnam and Estonia, 
and we have all been 
brought together by

that same language.” 

The mosaic covers a 
shelter in the children’s 


playground at Hackney 
Downs. It features wild 
animals including leopards, 


monkeys, wolves, gazelles, 
camels and bears. 

The focus of the piece 
is an animal pursuit, 
beginning with a mouse 
startling an elephant which 
sets off a chain reaction 
involving lots of different 
creatures. All the animal 
images have their names 
next to them, and the 
idea is that children can 
recognise the different 
species and enjoy learning 
the words. 

Tessa added: “The 
location of the children’s 
playground gave us 
an opportunity to do 
something completely 
different from the 
Shepherdess Walk mosaics. 

“We could branch out 


from local flora and fauna 
and concentrate on more 
spectacular wild animals 
because they are so popular 
with small children.” 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, also attended the 
event on 6 November. 

He said: “The volunteers 
have worked with 
extraordinary dedication 
and care, coming together 
to create really beautiful 
work that will be enjoyed 
by local people for years 
to come.

F ASHION designer 
James Long was 
first hailed as ‘one 
to watch’ when he 
launched his menswear 
collection at London 
Fashion Week in 2007. 
Since then, he has seen 
his clothing worn by 
pop stars, and has won a 
number of awards. 

But James didn’t always 
dream of becoming a 
fashion designer. Born and 
schooled in Northampton 
in the 1980s, he says: “I 
didn’t get into fashion 
when I was younger as I 
didn’t know what it was. 

I loved clothes, and had 
an eye for fashion, but 
interior design and 
architecture always 
interested me more.” 

James studied art, 
design and fashion at 
Northampton Nene 
College, the London 
College of Fashion, and 
the Royal College of Art. 
He also gained valuable 


experience across the pond, 
working with veteran 
fashion designer, Virginia 
Bates, in New York. 

James moved to 
Hackney in 2004 and 
opened his own studio here 
in 2006. He’s now based 
at The Trampery, London 
Fields, a location he says 
‘has always had a strong 
creative community and 
that isn’t like anywhere 
else’. Since launching into 
the fashion spotlight, 
James’s signature style of 
over-sized knitted designs 
and the use of leather has 
continued to develop. 

He says: “Fashion is 
about changing and it’s 
important as a fashion 
designer that I keep 
moving forward, evolving, 
and always learning. If I’m 
not learning I wouldn’t 
want to do it anymore.” 

In his studio, sketches 
of clothing, new designs, 
fabrics, colours and 
inspirational photos cover 


every surface. 

Talking about his 
inspiration for designs, 
James says: “It is what 
your life is and how 
you live it - building a 
collection is best when you 
are physically involved 
with the clothes that are 
inspired by your travels 


and experiences, it’s about 
talking and keeping your 
eyes open. It’s about being 
involved with life.” 

Embellishing on the 
process he undertakes 
when creating a collection, 
James says: “It never 
really stops. It starts 
with a conversation 


about ideas and a general 
narrative, and then about 
understanding the shape 
and researching fashion 
from other locations like 
Milan or Paris. My designs 
change depending on the 
season and, when selling 
clothes internationally, you 
need to think about the 
weight and fabrics.” 

Across the road from 
The Trampery is the 
Hackney campus of 
the London College of 
Fashion, where many 
young people are studying 
fashion, with their own 
dreams of becoming 
a designer. 

James provides some 
sound advice for the 
budding designers of the 
future. He says: “You 
need to surround yourself 
with a great team of 
people who believe in the 
same ideas as you do. It’s 
also about talking about 
designs and challenging 
ideas. The talent is 


training your eye and 
knowing when something 
is right, or wrong, and 
when something needs 
changing. ” 

With Hackney regarded 
as a fashion destination 
in its own right, James is 
happy to make it his home 
and workplace. 

He says: “My Hackney 
studio at The Trampery 
is amazing. It’s helping 
people to stay working 
in the borough and 
become involved in the 
community. ” 

To celebrate and support 
local businesses, James has 
designed this year’s ‘Love 
Local, Shop Local’ tote bag 
(pictured above), available 
for free in range of shops 
across the borough.

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, 
said: “Hackney’s 
recycling services have 
improved dramatically 
over the last decade, 
and most people 
recycle paper, glass, 
metals and plastic.

of food is still needlessly 
thrown in the bin. Not 
only will recycling food

feel - which was the catalyst for a dramatic 
process of regeneration, the mainstream 
appropriation of alternative culture and the 
eventual ‘hipster’ backlash. 

The show uses stories from a collection 


of 50 friends, long-term residents and 
newcomers to document the phenomenon 
of ‘how Shoreditch happened’ and the 
resulting effects, both good and bad. 

As part of the development of the project, 
people are encouraged to visit the East 
London Lecture Facebook event page and 
contribute stories, memories, opinions, and 
retro party snaps to create conversation 
about the topics the show explores. 

The resulting ‘lecture’ promises to be a 
dynamic verbatim theatre piece directed by 
Douglas Rintoul and produced by the Mill 
Co Project.

The Deserted Village 

21 to 30 November, The Depot, 38 Upper Clapton Road, E5 


AN exhibition about the regeneration and 
redevelopment of an old tram depot in 
Upper Clapton, and the artistic community 
based there, is set to open on 21 November. 
The Deserted Village’ charts the history of 
those who have inhabited the studios above 
The Depot over the past 30 years. 

The space used to be home to a community 
of artists, musicians and small businesses 
and isset to be redeveloped next year. 

The exhibition, part of Photomonth East 
London, documents the stories of those who 
worked at The Depot through photographs, 
audio clips and loaned artefacts. The 
project aims to explore the impact of micro- 
communities on the larger area, and will 
examine how regeneration shapes history. 
Since the complex opened in 1873, it has 


housed metal workshops, carpenters, foam 
cutters, locksmiths and car mechanics. 
Tucked away above these spaces were 
artists’ studios. 

Danny Easterbrook, a painter based at 
the site, says: “It had a really interesting 
mix of businesses and tenants. You had a

L OCAL children 
joined tennis star

Mark said: “A tennis 
court takes up an enormous 
amount of space and you 
can really only have four 
people playing at one time.

A MAN from 

Hackney who 
was left paralysed 
by a brain injury 
has been shortlisted for 
a national award for the 
‘inspirational way he 
rebuilt his life’. 

Keith Emmanuel, 

52, suffered a brain 
haemorrhage 10 years ago. 
He was left in a coma and 
spent nine months in the 
Royal London Hospital. 

He had to relearn the 
most basic of life skills, 
and since discovering brain 
injury charity Headway 
East London in 2007, has 
become a valued volunteer 
at its headquarters in 
Kingsland Road. 

Keith has taken on a key 
organisational role with the 
charity’s kitchen project, 
and from not being able to 
hold a fork, he now plans, 
prepares and serves food 
to visitors from across 
East London, as well as 
supporting other members 
to do the same. 

Keith has also helped 
raise £3,500 for the charity 
through his involvement 
with fundraising projects. 

He said: “Em very 
honoured to have been 
nominated for the achiever 
of the year award. It was a 
very difficult time for my 
family, particularly after my 
brain injury caused me to be 
partially paralysed for a long 
time after the incident, but 
they stuck by me throughout 
everything. When I managed 
to say ‘hello mum’ for the 
first time, it brought such a 
big smile to her face.” 

Keith was nominated for 


the award by kitchen project 
coordinator, Kate de Syllas. 
She said: “Keith has become 
an excellent spokesperson 
for our group with his 
gentle, approachable, and 
truly honest nature. 

“His total commitment 
to the kitchen project has 
given his fellow members 
the confidence, as well as a 
platform, to showcase the 


skills they have learned - or 
indeed relearned - since 
their brain injury.” 

Headway provides 
support to brain injury 
survivors, their families and 
carers, as well as to health 
and legal professionals. It 
has more than 100 branches 
throughout the UK. Each 
year, its national awards 
celebrate the exceptional 


efforts of survivors of brain 
injury, and those caring 
for them. An awards 
ceremony is set to take 
place on 5 December.

Health grants scheme closing 

PEOPLE with innovative ideas to help improve residents’ 
health have until 1 9 December to submit a bid for funding. 
The Healthier Hackney Fund was launched by the 
Council in September with £300,000 set aside for grants 
to community groups and organisations which can 
demonstrate how their project would make an impact in 
the borough. Priority areas are smoking, mental health, 
substance misuse and sexual health. 

Alongside larger grants, any local group can bid for 
£1 ,000 to support activities that will contribute to their 
community’s health and wellbeing, or bring people 
together in a positive way.

Mouth Cancer Action Month 

NOVEMBER is Mouth Cancer Action Month and people are 
being urged not to ignore tell-tale symptoms. 

Mouth cancer kills more than 2,000 people each year 
in the UK, more than testicular and cervical cancer 
combined. Many of these deaths could have been avoided 
if treatment had begun earlier. 

Early warning signs include a mouth ulcer that does not 
heal within three weeks; white or red patches in the 
mouth; numbness of the tongue or mouth; a lump in 
any part of the mouth or neck; difficulty swallowing; a 
feeling that something is stuck in the throat; unexplained 

wobbly teeth or an 
unexpected change in 
the voice. Anyone with 
concerns should make an 
appointment with a dentist 
as soon as possible. 

Key causes of mouth 
cancer include smoking, 
chewing tobacco, shisha, 
khat, alcohol and an 
unhealthy diet.

V ISITORS to 
Cambridge 
University might 
be surprised to 
learn that Homerton 
College was originally 
based in Hackney. 

In fact, the origins of the 
college can be traced back 
as far as 1695, and during 
the period between 1768 
and 1895 it was situated in 
Homerton High Street. 

Its roots lie in the late 
17th century movement 
to educate dissenting 
ministers in modern subjects 
not taught at Oxford or 
Cambridge. Following the 
Toleration Act of 1689, 
dissenters were free to 
worship whatever their 
political beliefs, and in 
1695 the Congregational 
churches set up a fund to 
give financial support to 
young men wishing to train 
for the ministry. 

Academies were founded 


for the purpose, teaching 
a curriculum that included 
modern history, science and 
philosophy. Some of them 
were so successful that a 
group of orthodox London 
laymen, critical of what they 
regarded as spiritual laxity, 
met together in 1730 at the 
King’s Head inn in the City, 
to discuss how to reform the 
institutions. They became 
known as the King’s Head 
Society and devised a 
specialist six year training 
course for pupils. 

But the teaching at the 
academies using their 
curriculum still fell short 
of the strict standards the 
society desired, so in 1768 
its members bought a 
mansion, in what is now 
Homerton High Street, as a 
permanent site for their own 
academy. By 1800, nearly 
150 students had been 
educated there. 

In 1801, a new science 
and classics tutor with 
a deep passion for 
knowledge arrived - John 


Pye-Smith - who was 
to remain at Homerton 
until 1850. Pye-Smith 
created a wide-reaching 
course of theological 
study, as well as teaching 
geography, astronomy, 
logic, psychology, physics, 
chemistry, rhetoric, 
theology, Hebrew, algebra 
and geometry. 

Pye-Smith’s talents 
attracted better students, 
and in 1811, the building 
was enlarged to offer 
each one a bedroom and 
private study. In 1817, the 
King’s Head Society was 
dissolved and replaced with 


the Homerton Academy 
Society, devoted to the 
support and governance of 
the institution. When the old 
building was condemned as 
unsafe in 1 822, a new one 
was erected to replace it and 
the name was changed to 
Homerton College. 

In 1850, the Homerton 
College Society joined with 
Highbury College and 
Coward Trustee’s College 
in Southampton Row to set 
up the purely theological 
New College in Finchley, 
removing that function 
from Homerton College 
which now needed to find a 


new purpose if it was 
to survive. 

Luckily, the London 
Congregational Board of 
Education was already 
involved in the provision of 
day schools attached to their 
churches and recognised 
the need to offer suitable 
training. It was decided the 
focus at Homerton should 
be on training teachers, 
both male and female, 
rather than ministers. The 
college was again rebuilt 
at a cost of £10,000 and 
reopened in 1852. 

But by the late 19th 
century, what had once 
been a leafy rural village 
when the original academy 
opened was now a densely 
populated London suburb, 
rife with disease, leading to 
a student dying every year 
between 1878 and 1885 
from typhoid, tuberculosis 
or smallpox. 

It was decided the college 
needed to move to a cleaner, 
healthier location, and in 
1894, the former Cavendish 


College in Cambridge was 
purchased. Following the 
move to its new home in 
1896, Homerton College 
became a women-only 
establishment for the next 
80 years. 

No traces of the old 
Homerton academy now 
survive, but students at the 
Cambridge college still play 
an annual match against 
Leyton Orient FC, as the 
club grew out of the football 
section of Glyn Cricket 
Club, itself founded by 
former students of the old 
Homerton College to keep 
fit during the winter.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.
